Spring Valley has 280,000 shares of 
stock—the same number as the City 
and Suburban Water Company

classes of properties and their con-

FIRE PROTECTION IS 


WISH OF RESIDENTS 


Corporation, However, Asks 


That Property Owners 


Pay Half Cost. 


ALAMEDA, 
March 
2. — President 


Frank A. Leach Sr. and Chief Engineer 
George "Wtlhelm of the Peoples Water 
Company met with the City Council last 
night and agreed to furnish the factories 
on the waterfront with nre protection if 
the owners would stand part of the ex- 
pense of Installing the mains, and to In- 
stall a four or six-Inch main in the east 
end of the city, abolishing the "dead 
end" system. 


President Leach seemed- willing to meet 


the city more than half way, but Engineer 
Wilhelm bucked at the demands of the 
city, as entailing too great an expense 
on the company. 


Leach agreed to Install thirty-one hy- 


drants throughout the city and to place 
two way hydrants in front of several of 
the municipal buildings. He stated that 
an eight-inch main would be laid from 
Santa Clara avenue 
to the "Webster 


street bridge, affording the manufactur- 
ing concerns on the marsh 
protection 


from fire 


"I will put theso Improvements through 


for the city," said President Leach, "but 
I think it is only fair that the owners 
of these factories should meet us half 
way in the expense." 


IN EXECUTIVE SESSION. 


The City Council met in executive ses- 


sion with the representatives of the water 
company preceding the regular routine 
meeting. 


Council President E. B. Bullock intro- 


duced the subject of the 
necessity of 


more hydrants and fire protection for the 
factories on the marsh and after con- 
siderable 
discussion. 
President 
Leach 


agreed to the demands of the city, subject 
to the action of the owners of the prop- 
erty on Webster sreet, who will be asked 
to stand part of the expense of laying 
the mains. 


The B. C. Sessions company, 
the 


Bruner, Draper and Maxwell companies 
have factories 
or warehouses on the 


marsh, and have been among the most 
earnest agitators for nre protection. 


"If the absence of water Interferes with 


the property holders on Webster street 
selling their land," said President Leach, 
"they should be willing to meet as on this 
fire protection question " 


Engineer ^Seorge Wilhelm stated that 


there was no demand for domestic service 
on Webster street and that the city of Ala- 
meda was asking the Peoples Water Com- 
pany to expend about $6000 on hydrants 
and a water main there, when the com- 
pany 
would 
only 
derive a monthly 


revenue of $2 or J3. 


COMPANY IS WILLING. 


President Leach, however, stated that 


the company was willing to put the im- 
provements through. 


Engineer Wilhelm stated that a greater 


amount of money had been spent on im- 
provements in Alameda than in any of 
the other cities on a proportionate basis. 


Councilman Bullock declared that there 


ars a great many streets 
in the city 


where theie are only two and four-Inch 
mams and that the insurance companies 
are taking advantage of this fact to In- 
crease the rates, but it was stated that 
the Peoples Wafer Company was corny 
piling new charts for the city and that 
there would probably be a. big decrease in 
the insurance rates. 


President Leach stated that it was the 


policy of the company to spend all of Its 
revenues after deducting a small amount 
of profit on the investment, in Improv- 
ing the service. 


"The sum of $300,000 was expended by 


the company last 
year 
for improve- 


ments," he said. "We are Just as anxious 
to make these improvements as the pub- 
lic Is to have us do so; $16,000 alone was 
spent in Alameda last year to Improve 
the service and supply of water." 


MEANS MORE FACTORIES. 


The City Council advanced the opinion 


that 
many more lactories would be 


erected on the marsh if nre protection 
were afforded. 


President Leach stated that he would 


take the matter up with the factory own- 
ers and promised to "keep faith" with 
the people of Alameda "as nad been done 
in the past by the Peoples Water Com- 
pany." 


The two-inch mains in the east end will 


be replaced by four or six-inch mains im- 
mediately, according to a promise made 
by the president of the water company 
last night. 


No mention was made of the supply of 


water offered to the city by the Bay Cities 
Water Company.

Eastern Proposals on Heavy Steel Work 


Much Lower Than Tenders From 


Coast Concerns 


No awards of contract* have yet been 


made to sub-contractor* submitting bids 
for materials or construction work on 
the Bankers' Hotel building. 


Bids have been coming In to the San 


Francisco office of Percy J. Walker, 
who has contracted with the hotel com- 
pany's directors to build the structure, 
for several days past. Indeed, the bids 
are pouring In every day, and Mr. Wal- 
ker's office force is kept busy going over 
them. 


The bids submitted cover every feature 


In the big building's construction. 


Among them are bids for the steel 


work which goes Into the frame of the 
structure. While Mr. Walker would like 
to see the contract for the steel work 
go to an Oakland or 
San 
Francisco 


manufacturer, he fears that there will 
be such a big difference between the bids 
of eastern and local manufacturers that 
the contract will go to some eastern 
rolling mill, unless the directors of the 
hotel corporation are willing to grant to 
the local manufacturers a bonus of the 


difference for the purpose of patronUlng 
home Industry. 


It is represented that the locat manu- 


facturers are. however, handicapped by 
the fact that they do not now ;poMeM 
the 
facilities 
for manufacturing such 


heavy steel work as the new hotel build- 
ing will require, and, on that account. 
It Is autnclpatcd that eastern manufac- 
turers will be able to underbid them to 
such a degree that the contract will go 
there. Eastern steel mills are, moreover, 
equipped In such a way that the steel 
work ccuid be supplied with the least 
possible delay and delivered In the order 
In which It goes Into the building. The 
contracts for the steel work will be the 
first awarded. 


Mr. Walker expects that the FtPlI frame

penitentiary. 
The cl\ic value of prohibition Is In- 
calculable 
The policy of Kansas Is to 
outlaw alcoholic liquor In any and e\erv 
form 
It cannot be sold In this State 
tor any purpose whatever 
This fact 
shows such a rigid form of prohibition 
feat It should be known in order that 
its operation can better be understood 
It Is the logical form of prohibition from 
the Kansas viewpoint and nothing else 
would suit the people of our State, who 
have had constitutional prohibition for 
twenty-nine years 
In the earlier dajs 
prohibition had opposition in Kansas but 
during the last ten years or 60 all politi- 
cal parties have not only become recon- 
ciled to It, but are giving it their en- 
dorsement 
Public opinion Is now sup- 
porting it BO unanimously that the cost of 
Its enforcement Is among the small items 
of • Incidental expenses T 


The statements you have heard that 
more Bquor is sold and more drunken- 
ness seen is too absurd for serious atten- 
tion. I do not believe tliere Is 1 per cent 
of the liquor sold now as there would be 
if Kansas ne-ver had prohibition 
It cases 
of drunkenness are found It is because 
there are no saloons to hide them and 
they are compelled to appear in tne open 
where they can be apprehended Drunk- 
enness is so unusual and objectionable to 
the people of Kansas that there Is no 
pity for U anywhero and It naturally 
goes to the Jail in short order 
And de- 
spite this more than BO per cent of the 
Jails of Kansas are without an Inmate 
today. 
The money that would otherwise be 
spent In the saloons is going into legiti- 
mate commerce, and as a consequence 
Kansas people ha\e more money per 
capita in banks than any other people 
In the United States 
"n e not only stand 
first In wealth per capita but we have 
first place now In education and In every- 
thing else that makes for high civiliza- 
tion contentment and prosperity 
California will bless the day she gets 
rid of the saloons, and she should be- 
ware against advice from brewers who 
have a special grudge against Kansas.

Believing Ballinger to be an unsafe and 
unfit man to sit in the cabinet, he admittedly set out to destroy him 
and to that«nd intrigued with subordinates of the Interior Depart- 
ment to disgrace the Secretary and drive him from the cabinet.

During his cross-examination 
before the investigating committee he was forced to admit that he 
based his charge that Secretary Ballinger had been guilty of mak- 
ing statements to the President that were absolutely false in three 
essential particulars, not upon a letter from Ballinger himself, but 
upon a letter written by J. T. Ronald, a former law partner of Bal- 
linger, to Dr. Lyman Abbott. Pinchot said a copy of this letter, 
with annotations', wa= forwarded by Ballinger to the President. He 
admitted that the thr< e statements in the Rqnald letter, which he 
claimed to be false, hrd previously been covered by a letter written 
by Ballinger himself ty the President, in which Ballinger had stated 
what the witness admitted was a true statements of the facts. Here 
is a confession that Ball! iger told the President the truth and that 
Pinchot himself was guilty of falsehood, and malicious falsehood 
at that 


BalKnger may be a bad man, but that he has been maligned and

GROUNDS OF ACTION. 


The municipality's Intervention Is In 
the form of an answer to the petitions of 
the respective sanitary boards filed by 
City 
Attorney 
Stetson, In which the 
city of Oakland asks that the petitions 
of fan of the sanitary boards for the 
validation of their respective bond issues 
be denied, and that it be Judicially de- 
termined by the court that the sanitary 
districts, 
by reason of the annexation 
election, were dissolved; that the legisla- 
tive body of the city of Oakland has full 
jurisdiction and control over the entire 
territory embraced wttbin the boundary 
lines of the sanitary districts, and that 
the sanitary boards have no authority to 
take any further action In regard to the 
issue of bonds of their respective dis- 
tricts, or proceed with the construction 
or 
maintenance of sewers. In other 
•words, the Board of Public Works asks 
the court to have the sewer funds of the 
six sanitary districts transferred to the 
municipal treasury. 


MUNICIPAL CONTROL. 


The text of the answer is practically the 
same hi each case. It sets up the facts 
ivitli reference to tho anjiexatkm of the 
districts and says that in pursuance of 
t.it result of the election and tha legal 
artlon 
thereon by 
the Oakland City 
Council the entire annexed territory be- 
come an Intregal part of the municipality 
at 12 o'clock noon, on the Sth day of De- 
cember. 1900. Simultaneously the sanitary 
districts were disserved and the legis- 
lative body of the municipality acquired 
Jurisdiction over and full control of the 
entire territory. 


STETSON CONFIDENT. 


The,entrance of the city into the. con- 
test, it is presumed, will have a tendency 
to so complicate matters as to force the 
litigation up to the Supremo Court for 
final adjudication. The brokers who pur- 
chased the sei\er bonds Involved are be- 
hind the petition of the sanitary boards 
and should the legality of the bonds be 
affected by a Superior Court ruling upon 
Miss Stone's opposition an appeal will be 
taken and vice versa. 
Should either the 
city or the boards of Miss Stone win 
on its contention there will be an appeal. 
In this connection, however, the Supreme 
Court has already handed down a "dic- 
tum" sustaining the position taken by 
City Attorney Stetson, so that

i soundness of the city's position in the 


I premises. While a dictum is not a de- 
cision It is always regarded as a declara- 
tion of the attitude of the Supreme Court 
upon points of law.

the foundation is to provide for a 
general organization to conduct phil- 
anthropic work 'on all lines. 


It is uncler&tnon the foundation 


will be endowed by John ]>. Rock- 
idler and thnt lie takes this 
means to dispose of a large part 
of Ills neallh. 
The incorporators named in the 


bill. John IX Rockefeller, John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr , Fred T. Gates, Starr 
J. Murphy and Charles G Heydt, are 
authorized to select associates, not to 
exceed twenty-five. 


TO PROMOTE WELJj BEING, 
The Rockefeller foundation, accord- 


ing to the bill is organized to pro- 
mote the well being and advance the 
civilization of the people of the U. S., 
and 
its* possessions in foreign lands, 


anrl for the acquisition and dissemi- 
nation of knowledge; for the preven- 
tion and relief of suffering, and the 
promotion of any and all of tha ele- 
ments of human kind. 


11 was statrd by Senator Gallinger to- 


tlav that Mr. Kockfeller already had given 
jiwiiy 152,000,000 and that he was seeking 
a method of disposing of his fortune that 
would benefit mankind. 


The foundation is organized on lines 


similar to the Carnegie foundation for the 
advancement of teaching. As in the case 
of the latter institution, the Rockefeller 
foundation will be authorized to receive 
and dispense gifts of money other than 
those obtained from the original endow- 
ments, the amount of which has not been 
fixed. 


OBTAIN A CHARTER.

Secretary of Agriculture Says 


He Did Not Sanction Pin- 
chot's Letter to Senator. 


WASHINGTON, March 2 —Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Wilson's denial of 
Pinchot's statement that the former 
gave him permission to write to Sen- 
ator Dolliver the letter which resulted 
in Pinchot's dismissal before the Bal- 
linger-Pinchot commission is today's 
absorbing: topic of political news.
